-e^ty  month,  to  which  all  Members  shall  duly  and  regularly 
attend,  except  on  urgent  business;  in  case  it  be  a  holyday,

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VIII. 

That  all  Communications,  Documenti}>  Papers,  Presents,  or 
other  objects  which  may  be  forwarded  or  presented  to  tlie 
Society,  by  or  in  behalf  of  any  Medical  or  other  Scientific  Asso- 
ciation, body  or  individual,  or  by  any  person  whether  a  perma- 
nent or  honorary  member,  who  shall  not  communicate  it  perso- 
nally, shall  be  addressed  to  the  Secretary,  who  will  submit  them 
to  the  Society  in  a  due  form ;  or  such  may  be  presented  by  any 
one  of  the  Nlembers,  in  behalf  of  such  AsKociatiop,  body  or  indi- 
vidual ;  except  where  the  object  shall  be  a  regular  or  essential 
document  of  the  Society,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  delivered  into 
the  hands  of  the  Secretary,  as  the  proper  channel  through  which 
the  Society  should  receive  it  in  an  official  manner. 

IX. 

That  no  person  shall  become  a  permanent  member  of  this  So- 
ciety, unless  he  shall  have  been  proposed  by  one  of  the  Members 
at  a  monthlv  sitting,  to  be  ballotted  at  the  ensuing  meeting ;  and 
if  two-thirds  of  the  votes  be  affirmative,  such  person  shall  be- 
come a  Member,  and  if  less  than  that  number,  he  shall  be  re- 
jected. Provided  always,  that  the  Member  proposing  him,  shall 
shew  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Society,  that  such  person  is  a  qua- 
lified Practitioner^  according  to  the  intent  and  meaning  of  the 
Laws  of  this  Province,  and  that  he  is  actually  In  practice  or 
residing  in,  or  within  a  distance  of  twelve  miles  of,  the  city  of 
Quebec.

That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Member  to  present  alter- 
nately  a  paper  on  some  Medical  subject.  The  senior  Member 
shall  begin,  and  at  every  subsequent  meeting,  each  other  Mem-> 
ber  shall  follow  his  example  from  his  seniority,  and  thus  in  rota- 
tion. The  President,  Vice-President  and  Secretary,  or  all  other 
officers  of  the  Society  shall  also  be  included  in  this  performance. 
Apd  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  give  notice,  at  ev&ry 
meeting,  to  tl^e  Member  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  present  his  pa*

XIV. 

That  the  modes  of  voting  on  any  resolution  shall  be  the  signal 
voting  and  the  ballotting.  The  signal  voting  shall  be  dictated  hy 
the  President,  and  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  Societv  to  use 
that  mode  of  voting  with  the  unanimous  consent  of  all  Members 
present ;  and  the  ballotting  shall  be  had  recourse  to  on  the  call  of 
one  of  the  Members,  who  shall  not  be  bound  to  give  any  expla- 
nation for  so  doing.  The  balloting  shall  be  in  such  a  manner  as 
every  one  may  give  his  vote  in  secrecy ;  and  when  the  votes  are 
all  given,  the  Secretary  shall  then  collect  and  report  them  in  the 
presence  of  all  the  Membera,  and  enter  the  same  accordingly  in 
the  Minutes.  Provided  always,  that  in  all  cases  where  the  name 
of  one  Medical  or  other  gentleman  may  have  been  mentioned, 
who  may  lie  9f.  all  interested  in  the  event  of  the  resolution,  noi 
other  mode  of  voting  shall  be  ado|kted  on  all  such  occasions,  than 
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the  ballotting.  Except  when  It  shall  be  necessary  to  appoint  a 
President,  Vice-President,  or  any  officer  which  the  Society 
may  think  proper  to  appoint  in  future,  in  which  case  every 
Member  shall  give  his  vote  separately  in  writing  to  the  Secre- 
tary, who  will  then  declare  the  person  or  persons  tiamed  or 
ap^inted. 

XV. 

That  four  Members,  including  a  President  and  the  Seeretaryi 
shall  constitute  a  Quorum,  competent  for  transacting  all  afTairi 
and  business  of  the  Society. 

XVI. 

That  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  Society  to  determine,  at  any 
future  period  and  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  present,  the  pro- 
priety of  raising  a  subscription  fee  from  all  the  Members  in  order 
to  procure  plates,  printings,  stationery,  books,  pamphlets,  or 
any  other  article  required  for  its  use,  or  for  the  further  and  pro- 
per execution  of  its  object. 

XVII. 

That  no  conversi\tion,  discussion  or  motion  bearing  on  any  poli- 
tical or  other  subject  foreign  to  any  of  the  objects  of  the  Society, 
as  mentioned  in  the  above  Resolutions,  shall,  at  any  future  period 
of  its  existence,  be  allowed  during  any  of  its  sittings ;  and  in  case 
of  the  person  thus  proposing  such  conversation,  discussion  or 
motion,  refusing  to  obey  the  call  to  order  by  the  President,  he 
shall  immediately  be  dismissed  from  the  Society,  and  declared 
incapable  and  unfit  to  be  again  proposed  as  one  of  its  Members. 

XVIII, 

That  no  other  right  or  privilege  than  those  provided  for  in  these 
Resolutions,  shall  ever  be  understood  to  be  invested  on  any  of 
the  Members  and  officers  of  this  Society,  whether  they  relate  to 
any  right  or  immunity  appertaining  to  any  one,  in  whatever 
capacity  he  may  be  acting  ;  or  whether  they  refer  to  any  species 
of  control  of  opinion  or  person  over  any  one  of  the  Members,  who 
are  all  to  be  considered  as  perfectly  independent  of  one  another, 
but  one  is  to  be  dependent  on  the  whole^  in  as  much  only  as  it 
will  be  essential  to  the  maintenance  t^  order,  dec^iicy^  and  de-

XIX. 
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That  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  Society  to  appoint  at  disore* 
tion.  Committees  for  inquiring  and  reporting  on  any  subject 
which  the  Society  might,  at  any  time,  think  proper  to  investi- 
gate ;  which  Committees  shall  be  appointed  in  the  same  manner 
as  provided  for  with  regard  to  all  other  officers  of  the  Society; 
they  shall  in  all  their  proceedings  strictly  conform  themselves  to 
all  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Society,  subject  to  the  same 
observance  and  endowed  with  the  same  privileges  as  the  Society 
Itself,  in  as  much  as  may  be  necessary  to  good  order  and  de- 
corum, or  to  the  prosecution  of  their  labour.  Provided  always 
that,  whenever  any  question  shall  arise  which  may  relate  to  any 
prerogative  or  to  the  interpretation  of  any  of  these  rules  and  by- 
laws, they  shall  proceed  no  further  but  call  an  extraordinary 
meeting  of  the  Society,  and  lay  before  it  the  question  of  difficulties 
at  issue,  upon  which  the  Society  shall  proceed  and  determine  ac- 
cording to  the  literal  and  true  meaning  of  these  rules  and  by-laws. 

XX. 

That  it  shall  be  competent  for  any  two  Members  to  call  an 
extraordinary  meeting  of  the  Society,  oy  applying  and  submitting 
their  reasons  to  the  Secretary,  who  shall  then  make  them  known 
to  the  President,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  give  immediate  order 
to  the  Secretary  to  call  such  extraordinary  meeting,  dictating  also 
the  time  when  it  shall  be  held. 

XXI, 

That  it  shall  be  in  the  power  of  any  one  of  the  Members,  to 
introduce  any  one  of  his  friends  and  acquaintances  at  all  annual 
sittings  of  the  Society,  but  such  person  thus  introduced  shall 
not  be  allowed  to  take  any  part  in  the  proceedings  or  transactions 
of  the  Society. 

XXIL 

That  no  proposal  or  motion  tending  to  alter,  destroy  or  amend 
any  of  these  rules  and  by-laws,  either  in  their  tenure,  meaning, 
or  c£fect,  shall  b^  proposed  to  this  Society,  befose  the  expiration 
of  five  yeai^*fik>m<this*datlfe|:aiid  apysuch  proposal  or  motion 
Chen  mfia^^  shall  betlenyer^d  in  i^i^tjti^,  and  deposited  with  the 
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Society  for  the  inspection  of  the  Members,  during  the  space  of 
three  months,  before  the  Society  shall  proceed  upon  it :  and  all 
such  proposals  or  motions  shall  be  adopted  by  a  majority  of  three* 
fourths  of  all  the  Members  of  the  Society,  Members  absent  being 
allowed  to  vote  by  proxy,  or  by  sending  their  vote  in  writing;  to 
the  Secetary ;  and  should  it  be  once  rejected  by  the  want  of  such 
majority^  it  shall  not  be  again  proposed. 

XXIIl. 

That  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  Society  to  make  and  adopt,  at 
any  future  period,  such  Rules  and  Regulations,  or  appoint  such 
additional  officers,  as  may  be  considered  useful  ;  and  all  Resolu* 
tions  once  adopted,  shall  not  be  liable  to  be  altered  or  repealed 
before  the  lapse  of  twelve  months  from  the  date  of  their  adop- 
tion.

If  a  Physician  be  called  to  any  member  of  a  family  in  the  ab- 
sence of  the  family  Physician,  on  the  arrival  of  the  latter,  the 
patient  shall  be  resigned  by  the  former. 

II. 

When  a  Physician  engaged  to  attend  a  case  of  midwifery,  is 
absent,  and  a  second  delivers  the  woman,  tlie  latter  shall  receive 
the  fee,  and  relinquish  the  patient  to  the  first  on  his  arrival.  If 
the  first  arrive  while  the  second  is  present,  and  before  the  woman 
be  delivered,  the  second  shall  retire,  and  resign  the  patient  to  the 
first. 

HI, 

No  Physician  shall  directly  or  indirectly  interfere  in  the  prac- 
tice of  a  brother  Physician  or  Surgeon,  or  give  opinion  in  any 
manner  concerning  a  case,  knowing  him  to  be  in  attendance, 
unless  it  be  during  his  absence  and  in  cases  of  emergency. 

IV. 

In  consultations,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  consulting  Physi- 
cian to  enter  the  sick  room  and  investigate  the  case  in  company 
with  tlie  attending  Physician,  and  shall  leave  the  room  immedi- 
ately after  having  obtained  such  information  as  may  be  required 
to  decide  on  the  case.  All  directions  agreed  upon  shall  be  left 
to  the  ci)arge^ihQ  attending  Physician. 
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No  statements  or  discussion  of  the  case  shall  take  place  in  the 
presence  of  the  patient  or  his  friends  i  and  no  opinions  at  vari- 
ance with  the  plan  agreed  upon  shall  ever  be  promulgated. 
Punctuality  shall  always  be  observed  in  the  visit:?,  and  no  visits 
shall  be  made  by  the  consulting  Physician^  but  in  concert,  or  by 
mutual  consent ;  except  in  cases  of  emergency  when  the  attend- 
ing Physician  cannot  be  readily  procured.
